how-much more ſhould Gods fpirite 
prevaile againſt them, for the gaynes - 
which is gotten by ſpirituall promoti- 
dns ioyned with ſpirituall diſtruQtions; 
s more ſhamcfull and infamous;then

This much hath beene ſpoken of the 
promiſe which Day 1D maketh, to i 
ftrut and guyde the people ; vied by him 
25anargument to moue them to docil- 
andobedience. Now for -aſmuchs 
e moſt parte-whenthey areto becor- 
dered by good Diſcipline,doe fare like 
wilde creatures: hedehorterhrhefrom 
theſame; ſhewing what will bee the e>&-W 
 fehofdiſabedience, thatit will brings 
double paineypon them, & make them 
to haue-a rougher and greater bitten 
their mouthes; that is,they thall be con-

ourſduls: wherofalthough ther bem; 
ny Iudges,yet none can tcl fo wel,wha

and yntamedjadcs, asar manyamongl 
themulticude,forwhat with yerking at 
the heeles,rifing vpo the hinder legs,n 
ing fide-long; & other froward touche 
of vnbroken coltes; the poore Miniſtet 
if he be on their backes, can bardly ker 
the ſaddle; andifheelcadethen tn h!

w ſauagely & furiouſly many tehaue 
heſelues,in rejeRing thenurture of the 
olpell ; which other-wiſe, before the 
Jeuill was interrupted in them, had the

W'ccepts of ciuilitie,& the rules(as they 
Ji them) of vrbanitic, do teach aman 
davoyde what-ſo-euer is vadecent 8 
lghtliein geſture or phraſe, in looke 
pate; ſo that there are ſome to bes

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found, ſoexadtly framedtotheſe things, 
as if they had beue caſte in the verie 
mould of ciuill behauiour . But alas, 
what profite 15 there in ſuch matters, 
when men for lack of Ehiriſtian educati- 
on., notwithſtanding their ciuilitie doe 
diſgrace and diſcredite them-ſelues {6 
much,thatwhenrthe Goſpel is applyed, 
ſuch forgetfulnesof all good manners

ver : & Iam per{wadet, that manic c 
them, who ſtand vporrthcir owne cre.

This ſpeakerhD av rÞ,to make diſobe

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ittransformeth men vnro bruite beaſts; * 
Headdeth (I ſay) thisargument, whoſe 
mouthes with bit e&& bridle thou muſt con- 
ſraine,leaſt they come near thee , (hewing, 
thatas Horſes get nothing by theirmad- 
nes;but the ſorer bit and bridle, no more 
joe ſtubborne per{ens getany thing by

any aducrſitie happen, their conſcie 
ce canmake no.conſtrution,thatitis 
ods loying viſitation, but his very 


iſe ypon them , & he' croſſerh them

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3n all racir ations, feeding them wir 
anguiſh and confuſion, as it were with 
bread, which play the hypocrites | 
forc him, and diſtruſt his gentleneſle; 
they ſhould fubmir themſclues to hi 
withoutany condition: yea, the Lord 
oerneſſeagainſt ſuch men,is maruei

loullic deſcribed inthe Scriptures,Th 
hee will make his dartes drunke with bloo

The ſanne which hangeth 
e head, and looketh like a ſheepe in 
ence of his father, bewrayetha dif- 
yall,and ſeruile nature; and he which 
oweth not howto be chereful,and to 
dehis countenanceamoneſt his bet- 
$ : will paſſe all boundes of modeſt 
nh & honeſty amongſt his equalles, 
d fo farerh it with them which can- 
the merrie , and wiſc in the Lorde, 
dich hadde rather becfilenr, then bee 
dundero the Lawe of grace , which 
eno certaine courſe except —_ 
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diſſolute byas be obſcrucd. Thefer 

(I fay) bewraica laviſh nature,becay 
they cannot tell how to bee merie 
long as God is bythem : I mcane 
godly reſtraynt, that the Iand.marke 
vertuemay not be remoued,; & vndy 
ecdly,as it is ſeenc in this thing,ſo its 

the weighteſt buſines of the conſc 
ence,forwhen-Gods peace isnot vpe 

ir, all rhe jeſtes in the worlde: canne 
moouea man to Jaugnter, but fromtl 
tecth outward:exceprtthe heartbeha 
dened, (which is an hortiible thinget 
ſpeake off )ior himſelfe is the ſubftand 

of our ioye,and thefe worldly deleQat 

ons are but circumftances;in him alot 
may we rcjoyce though they all fail 
butwithout him they areall comfongifod 
bleas much as faltis for ſore cyes. Fuſiſſhtt 
thermore, this exhortatione to appifd! 
hend ſpiritualjoye, is direed ro jult Wn: 
ſincere men: that is, to thoſe that hayſa 3

 hauedecreedto bold inthe pach ofiugiſiil 
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y,.chough they be farfromany me. 
oious righteouſnes, ſo that this ſen- 
xce doth not allow thejuſtice of men, 
edoth as it were the Cherubin by the 
ec of life keep away with Gods ſword, 
ſe chat loue vnrighteouſnrcs andare 
charted, that they ſhould norſtretch 
th their handes to gather thebleſſed 
te of this joyc:for it is ſure ynough, 
tthere are manic asS.Pavr ſayerh,

ugh all the partes of rheir life be a-
